The New York Tribune, in giving 
several conclusions upon the general re- 
sult of the Presidential election, uses 
the above truthfal and candid language. 

After over seven years of the cessation 
of hostilities, after seven years of op- 
pression and outrage by the Federal 
Government, the Southern States stil! 
tind themselves the objects of distrust, 
sectional prejudice aod political hatred. 

The passions engendered by the war 
have not subsided atthe North. The 
people there might, if they had been let 
alone, have become reconciled with their 
Southern fellow-citizens and an era ot 
genuine good teeling might have been 
restored. But they have not been let 
alone. Agitators and selfish politicians 
have kept up strife and aroused ani- 
mosities. The passions which have had 
time to cool, have been fanned into 
fresh flames by artful demagogues 
whose love of office so far transcends 
their love of country, that for the sake 
of their own promotion, they would re- 
tard the prosperity and progress of the 
nation and keep the country in a con 
stant state of agitation and strife. 

Radical politicians and newspaper: 
at the S uth have pandered to this 
hostile feeling of the North by seeking 
to create the impression from sordid 
and infamous motives, that “rebels” are 
still to be found in our midst. 

The consequence is, as stated by the 
Tribune, that the great mass of the 
Northern people feel that we have been 
treated more leniently than we deserve. 

Wherefore? Have the Southern 
States given any evidence of disloyalty 
since tLe surrender of their armed oppo 

sition to the Government! Has there 
been any disposition manifested by them 
to renew the war or to engage ina new 
revolution?

It the North has really been made 
the victim of the delusion that there is 
any disloyalty in the South, we hope 
that tke Tribune, now that it has be- 
come an independent journal, will lend 
its valuable influence in vindicating ous 
people from the unjust and unmerited 
suspicion. 

We believe the chief causes of the 
present undesirable state of popula 
feeling between the two sections ot the 
country proceeds from ignorance anu 
prejudice—ignorance of the true pur 
poses and motives of the Southern peo- 
ple, and prejudice engendered by the 
war. The former will be overcome 
when there shall be a thorough under 
standing of the peaceful character and 
patriotic intentions of our citizens.— 
The latter is one of the weaknesses ot 
poor human nature, and 1s the sport of 
the demagogue and office seeker. 

The corner stone oj the American Re- 
public was laid in the respect and affec- 
tion of the people. A Union of hate can- 
not long exist. If distrust and discord 
prevail; if sectional malice and 
hatred become firmly rooted in the pop- 
ular heart, then we can have no 
genuine peace, harmony or prosperity, 
and intestine feuds will sooner or later 
bring on revolution and bloodshed.— 
So long as the American people hate 
each other, there can be no security 
against domestic and ſoreign foes, and 
the Government will be liable to fall to 
pieces at any moment.

The circumstances point strongly to the 
guilt to the parties ; but circumstantial 
evidence of the strongest character is 
sometimes wholly at fault.”

in Kentucky, W. B. Machen; in Louisa 
na, Wm. Pitt Lellogg; in Maryland, 
George Vickers; in Missouri, F. P. 
Biair; in Nevada, James W. Nye; in 
New Hampshire, James W. Patterson; 
in New York, Roscoe Conkling ; in 
North Carolina, John Pool; in Ohio, 
John Sherman; in Oregon, Henry W.

Tux following letter from S. M. Ful 
ton, Esq., of Grayson, concerning two 
Confederate soldiers just returned to 
their homes, will be read with interest.

Editor Enterprise: —A man by the 
same of Wm. I. Smyth, of Alleghany 
county, stayed with me last night cn 
his way home. Said Smith was a Con- 
iederate soldier in the Fourth N. C. Re 
giment, company C. He was captured 
at the battle of Kernstown and carried 
Point Lookout, thence to Fort Delaware 
and {trom there he was transported on 
board the U. S. gunboat Gola, com- 
manded by Captain Winnette, on the 
Atlantic Ocean, where he and a man 
named Alfred Pool, from this neighbor 
hood, have been kept ever since—not 
even allowed to come to land. The 
boat was stove about the Ist of August 
last, and the crew, taken up by another 
vessel, was carried to West Point, and 
thence to Norfolk, Va., from which 
point Smyth and Pool made their es- 
cape. Pool has not yet reached home, 
from the fact that he was taken sick on 
the road with chillsand fever. Those 
men have been badly clothed, fed on 
army rations, and have never received 
au cent of pay for their ten years service 
to the U. 8. 

Pool belonged to that noble company 
that went from this county—the “Gray- 
on Dare Devils.“ He had but recently 
married when he went into the army. 
and his wife gave birth to a child after 
he entered the service, which he has 
never seen. At the battle of Kernstown 
he was shot through the breast, and as 
no tidings ever reached his friends al- 
terwards concerning him, he was sup- 
posed to ve dead. His wife taking this 
view of it, married a secord husband 
und her and her new husband are living 
now within a mile of my house. The 
question now arises when Pool returns 
whose wife will the woman be? It is 
an awkward predicament, to say the 
least of it, for a woman to be in.

The Bankrupt Law. 


HoMEsTEAD Lanps. 


We published two weeks ago, an ex 


Ielation to the Bank

Judgment, and the lien by virtue of it. 
It was in substance, that the bankrupt- 
cy would discharge the judgment debt 
and consequently there could be no lien 
under it; and that the baukrupt would 
take his homestead free from such en- 
cumbrance, Our opinion is based upon 
the ruling of Judge Dick, as we under- 
stund it, 

Auother raling has recently been 
made by Judge Dick that is of great im- 
portance. He holds that the reversion- 
ary interes‘ inthe homestead lands is 
exempt to the bankrupt. Thie is 
under the laws of N. C., chapter 121. 
Acts of 1869-70. 

The exemptions iu bankruptcy in 
North Carolina, will therefore stand as 
tollows : 

A homestead and the dwelling and 
buildings used thereon not exceeding in 
value the sum of $1,000.00 ; 
The reversionary interest 
Homestead lands. 

The exemptions, it will be seen, 
amount to between $2000, and $2500, 
In view of the tact that an effort is 
being made to reverse the decision of 
our Supreme Court, making the Home- 
stead guod against old debts, we advise 
every debtor to go into bankruptcy, 
Wipe out his old indebtedness, which 
hangs like a heavy weight about his 
neck. Then, with real and personal 
property exempt to him to the amount 
of $2,000 and upwards he can start lite 
anew and keep pace with the grow- 
ing prosperity of this great couutry.— 
New North State.

Poverty,“ says the grim novelist, 
“seems disposed, betore it takes 
sion of a man entirely, to attack his 
extremities first; the coverings of his 
head, feet and hands are always its first 
prey.“ We sometimes think this is true 
of other than human beings. A corpo- 
ration, for instance, first shows decay at 
points remote trom the chartered centre. 
When the Bank of the United States 
began to collapse, the first blue symp- 
toms were on its purchased branches in 
Mississippi. The first crack in the credit 
ot the Vermont Central, soon to increase 
till all wat shivered to pieces, was in 
oue of its leased or guaranteed roads, 
or its subsidiary express companies. So, 
now, it really looks as if the mammoth 
corporation which dominates Pennsyl- 
Vania, and its trying to cluch the rail- 
way rule of the whole country, Were 
beginning to shew premonitary symp- 
toms. Careful observers have long since 
noticed these ugly signs, for very ugiy 
they are, 
Every one knows that, as with the 
Vermont Central, the Pennsylvania 
company is the trunk out of winch 
sprout all manner of minor corpora- 
tions, guaranceed, leased, purchased, 
improvement Companies, security com- 
panies, express companies. Except tor 
ihe sap generated in the main vody, 
and which is sure in the bud to fail, 
they would have been leafeless long ago. 
One has tallen almost unobservtd. Last 
summer, amid universal local execra- 
tion, perished the Southern Improve- 
ment Company, which dealt in oil. It 


tree, but the parentage was adroitly 
concealed, Next and quite recently 
we see what is known as the Southern 
Security Company mysteriously involv- 
ed with a worthless Memphis bank, and 
a desperate creditor to an enormous for 
cash deposits. All this was the money 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company.

age bearer home. It looks as if the 
voasted lease of the New Jersey com 
panies, costly as it contessedly has been, 
is not worth the paper on which it is 
written, and this through that sort of 
recklessness which people in the mo- 
ment of delirium (for corporations get 
drunk as well as men) exhibit. To ac- 
complish those leases—to engineer them 
along through legislatures and courts 
and hesitating stockbolders—must have 
cost millions. The legitimate expen- 
ditures must have been enormous, and 
what those of another description are 
never will be known till, in the day of 
consumate trouble, stock or bondhol- 
ders’ committee of investigation asks 
for them. The New Jersey act of As- 
sembly requiring the lease to be recor- 
ded, is as plain as Mr. Justice Bradley 
could make it, and he 1s not at hand to 
remove the difficulty. 
If, as is most provable, the work will 
have to be done over again, the pro- 
spective outlay must be terrible. There 
is no surplus, no reserve to fall back 
upon, There is too much stock and 
bonds in the market already. New 
Jersey may change ser mind and re- 
claim her independence. Stockholders 
may recover their senses, and decide, 
atter all, that honest New Jersey divi- 
dends are safer than the larger ones 
which rest upon a questionable guaran- 
ty. Such a future of expense and 
trouble, will probably be too much 
even for the intrepidity of the financial 
managers, who have flinched at nothing 
before, and the New Jersey offshoot 
may be allowed to drop. All these 
we repeat, are ugly signs. There is a 
limit to corporation credit, and there 
are watchful eyes that quickly detect it 
when itis reached. It looks very much 
as if the day of reckoning has come or 
was approaching
